Senator Spooner’s. Delegation 
Seated by National Com- 
mittee, and La Fol- 

lette’s Shut Out. 


LATTER TO TRY APPEAL. 


Anti-Yates Man Seated in Illi- 
nois, Compromise Made in 
Missouri, Other Cases 

Settled. 


Spooner wins; La Follette loses. The stal- 
warts beat the halfbreeds. The state organ- 
ization succumbs to the ” federal crowd.” 

’ The republican national committee yester- 
day afternoon decided one of the most tm- 
portamt questions that has faced the party 
this. year when it voted to seat in the con- 
vention Tuesday the four delegates at large 
from Wisconsin headed by Senator John C. 
Spooner. The contesting delegation, headed 
by Gov. Robert M. La Follette, was defeated. 

With Senator Spooner will sit Senator Jo- 
seph V. Quarles, Congressman J. W. Bab- 
cock, and Emil Baensch. cae 


Done by Unanimous Vote. 


‘The action was taken by unanimous vote of 
the committee’s full membership. For five 
hours this body sat In the Coliseum in judg- 
ment on the contest between stalwart and 
La Follette republicans of the Badger state. 
In less than five minutes after the argu- 
ments closed the decision in favor of the 
anti-La Follette faction was given. 

Gov. La Follette will appeal the fight. He 
will go to the committee on credentials any- 
how. Perhaps he will go upon the floor of 
the convention and state his case. The 
committee's decision is said to make it cer- 
tain that the two republican state tickets 
will remain in the field. 

“The action of the committee lays upon 
the shoulders of Senator Spooner the duty 
of carrying Wisconsin for Roosevelt,” re- 
marked one of the disgruntled “ halfbreeds ”’ 
last night. 

Other Contests Decided. 


In addition to the Wisconsin case, de- 
cisions were reached by the national com- 
mittee in other contests yesterday as fol- 
lows: 

Illinois, Twenty-first district—Anti-Yates’ dele- 
gate seated, no notice of contest having been given 
by contestant. 

Missouri, Fifth district—Compromise effected in 
**anti-federal ’’ fight, all delegates being seated 
with half vote each. 

Olio, Fourth district—Regular delegates seated. 
Sixth district—Hearing refused, no notice having 
been given. ‘Twentieth district—Merrick delegate 
seated. 

Texas, at large and Second and Seventh districts 
—Lyon's delegates seated. 


In the Wisconsin contest the decision was 
given against Gov. La Follette on the ground 
that his organization, having made a rule 
for the certifying of delegates, failed to fol- 
low. it, and that the stalwarts had done so. 

As the national committeemen sized up 
the situation, La Follette had been caught 
in his own trap. In his efforts to perpetuate 
his organization he had transferred the 
certifying of delegates from the chairmen 
and secretaries of the county conventions 
to the chairmen and secretaries of the coun- 


1902. 

When credentials were submitted at Madi- 
son in the state convention, acdording to 
the members of the national committee, it 
was found that the stalwarts had more dele- 
gates properly accredited after the manner 
prescribed by La Follette’s own rules than 
the governor himself had. Too many of his 
delegates were certified by conventions in- 
stead of committees. 
| This was the position taken by the commit- 
tee in deciding the contest. It is not a final 
settlement, however, because, as stated, La 
Follette is determined to fight it out before 
the -credentials committee. The Spooner- 
Quarles faction expects the courts to pre- 
vent the use of the name “ republican ” on 
the La Follette ticket. 

Hints of a compromise were thrown out 
before the contestants went before the com- 
mittee, but the members of the national body 
said that no suggestion to that end had been 
ynade. These hints included the withdrawal 
of one of the two tickets in the state, but 
all such intentions now are said to have been 
abandoned. 


Great Interest im Contest. 


It was after 10 o'clock in the morning when 
the committee resumed the hearing of con- 
tests and took up the Wisconsin case. So 
much interest centered in this fight that 
for the first time every member of the com- 
mittee wa present, and a large crowd of 
visitors, for the most part friends and fol- 
lowers of the principals to the controversy, 
filled the corridors and adjoining rooms. 
They soon became so noisy that Sergeant- 
at-Arms Stone ordered them and everybody 
else out into the street. Senators Spooner 
and Quarles and Representative Babcock 


} were among the first arrivals at the Coll- 


seum annex. ‘With them were John M. 
Olin and M. G. Jeffries, their attorneys, who 
made the opening statements and presented 
their array of facts in the shape of affidavits 
and an argument. 

Gov. La Follette, Isaac Stephenson, James 
H. .Stout,,and W. D. Connor, the so-called 
*“*half breed” delegates at large, were close 
on the heels of the stalwarts. With them 
were their spokesmen, H. W. Chynoweth, 
G. B. Roe, and a number of their friends.

Chairman Payne being directly concerned 
asked Senator Scott to preside, and he went 
back to the hotel. The time limit was ex- 
tended to four hours, two hours to each side. 
Mr. Olin’s argument consumed an hour and 
forty minutes., In that time he “‘ sifted ’’ and 
presented the main facts out of a brief that 
covers 248 pages of printed matter.

Meat Monarch Macarthy of Chi- 
cago Dickers for Title. 


BARONETCY FOR $20,000. 


Unknown Here, but There’s No Reason 
He Shouldn’t Have Money.

LONDON, June 18.—For the last few days 
an advertisement has appeared in the Lon- 
don Times offering a title of baron for $20,000. 
According to the Chronicle a possible pur- 
chaser has appeared in the person of Silas 
K. Macarthy of Chicago, “‘ meat king.” 

The Chronicle says he is negotiating with 
the advertiser, who describes himself as 
‘“‘an agent from the court of a certain Euro- 
pean monarch of the Latin race.” Macarthy, 
the paper says, is exercising the utmost 
astuteness to prevent himself from being 
duped, but, nevertheless, he was nearly per- 
suaded by the agent that the title would 
secure to him an entrée into any European 
court. 

To secure this privilege, for which others 
have had'to pay $1,000,000, so the Chicago 
‘meat king” was told, it will be explained 
to “a certain European monarch ” that the 
purchaser had rendered valuable services 
to the state, whereupon the monarch in ques- 
tion will be graciously pleased to grant the 
title. : |

to is the king of Portugal.

Where there is a big 
stake like that in the Derby they are willing 
to start their horses and take the chance, 
even when the odds are considerably against 
them. but the owners or trainers of English 
Lad, Moharib, Fort Hunter, and Highball | 
are all confident to an extreme degree re- 
garding the success of their entries for to- | 
day’s race. 

The indications are that the track for to- 
day will be lightning fast. If it has any 
defect it will be teo deep in dust unless a 
shower should settle it in advance of the 
big event.

Severs 848 Miles in Less than 


Six Hours, Taking Motor 
Trophy from Germany. 


PRAISED BY THE’ KAISER. 


Jenatzy, Last Year's Champion, a 
Close Second—Many Nota- 
bles Are Present. 


BAALBURG, June 17.—France, represent- 
ed by Thery, today won the fifth annual 
motor race for the James Gordon. Bennett 
cup, the great event of the motoring world, 
from Jenatzy of Germany, the holder of the 
trophy, by 11 minutes and 18 seconds, aftera 
magnificent speed test of 348 miles over a 
difficult and dangerous course. Decaters of 
Germany was third, 45 minutes and 10 sec- 
onds behind Jenatzy. 

. Thery’s total time was 5 hours 560 minutes 
end 8 seconds, and Jenatzy’s was 6 hours, 1 
minute and 21 seconds. 

Jenatey arrived at the winning post first. 
but his actua! running time was 11 minutes 
and 18 seconds longer than that of the 

nohman. 

Jt was reported that Jenatzy ran over a 
man as he was going through a village on the 
course.

One Dead, Another Paralyzed. 

Count Bobrikoff, governor general of Fin- 
land, who was shot by the son of Senator 
Schaumann in the senate building at Helsing-. 
fors yesterday, died at 1 o’clock this morn- 

The governor general of Warsaw was 
stricken with paralysis when informed of | 
the death of Count Bobrikoff. 

It appears that Gen. Bobrikoff never had 
a chance to survive. The surgeons had only 
the slenderest hope from the operation which 
they performed and they realized that death 
was almost inevitable. During the course

Fear of Insurrection. 


What may be regarded as Gen. Bobrikoff’s 
dying declaration concerning the conditions 
in Finland is contained in’ an interesting 
statement made to M. Belaieff, a Russian 
traveler, who had a long talk with the late 
governor generai on Tuésday.  Bobrikoff’ 
regarded the present situation auspiciously. 
The Finns, he said; were manifesting correct 
relations toward the Russian administra- 
tion. He continued: | 

“The trouble is all with the Swedes. 
Swedomania is still a strong propaganda 
and is pushed in the most underhand and 
disreputable fashion. 

“ Helsingfors gives me no rest night or 
day. The city is a hojbed of dissension. It 
seems to boil automatically because of the 
hostility and rivalry between the parties.”

TOKIO, June 17.—It is now learned that 
the Russian fleet sticceeded in sinking only 
one Japanese transport, the Hitachi. The 
other one was only disabled and practically 
all on board escaped. 

Survivors of the transport Hitachi give fur- 
ther details of its loss. They say the Russian 
ships were sighted..at 7 o'clock in the morn- 
ing and in response to a signal the Hitachi 
was stopped, but at 10 o’clock got under way 
again and attempted to escape. 

The Russians followed and opened a heavy 


dent intention 8f destroying the troops on 
board. 
Decks Covered with Corpses. 

The fire was terrific, and in a few minutes. 
the decks were covered with corpses and 
awash with blood? One shell which struck 
the engine room killed 200 men. The ship 
began to fill, and sunk gradually by the 
stern. At 6 o’clovk in the evening it was 
completely submerged. ™ . 

Capt. Campbell, the English master of the 
transport, jumped overboard at 2 o'clock in 
the afternoon, and is numbered among the 
missing. The chief engineer was killed on 
the bridge. 

Officers C@nmit Suicide. 

Lieut. Col. Suchi, commander of the troops, 
ordered the flag\to be burned and ordered 
hfs men to jump overboard and swim. While 
he was speaking he was killed by a bullet or 
a fragment of a shell. Most of the offigers 
committed sulcide with their pistols or 
swords. There was no time to launch boats, 
and most of the soldiers who were able to 
do'so jumped overboard... 

The Russians then opened with their quick 
firers on the swimmers, doing fearful de- 
struction. A last broadside exploded the 
steamer’s boilers, and the Hitachi sank 
twenty-six miles from the mainland, between 
Okino and Shirmi islands. 


“Sado Defies Russian Guns 


The transport Sado was not sunk: by the 
Russian cruisers, but it was seriously gam- 
aged by bursting shells and subsequently 
went ashore on the east coast of Okino island. 

The Sado was signaled to stop -eleven™ 
miles south of Qhino island. The signals 
were unheeded and the Russians fired 150 
shells at the transport before it finally 
stopped. The enemy's ship approached to 
within 160 yards of the transport. . 

A boat from.the Sado was sent to the Rus- 
sians for the purpose of a parley. The Rus- 
sians agreed to give the Sado forty minutes 
to clear ship and said they would take the 
non-combatants on board. The Russians 
later, it is declared, refused to receive the 
non-combatants, except an Englishman, the 
chief mate, and before the forty minutes had 
expired torpedoed th! ship on both sides. 


Escape in the Boats. 

During the interval nearly everybody on 
board the Sado took to the boats and 
escaped. 

Apparently only two shots struck the Sado 
and these did no great damage beyond 


crippling the machinery. The transport was | 


reported as floating high in the water yes- 
‘terday evening beforeit wentashore. About 
100 survivors have been heard from go far. 
It is not known why the Russian cruisers 
sailed away before completing the work: of 
destroying the transport. 


Survivors at Nagasaki. 
NAGASAKI, June 17.—Seventy-three sur-

“Throughout the three days of combat 
the officers and men vied with each other 
in pluck and heroism. They have added a 
glorious page to Russia’s military history.

“I saw reserves hurrying forward, the 
Cossacks galloping. followed by columns of 
infantry at the double. Suddenly they dis- 
appeared in an adjacent defile. The valley 
where the Russians had camped was emptied 


behind the screen of hills which concealed 
the fighting troops from view in that direc- 
tion, the sound of the firing being the only 
evidence of the deadly struggle proceeding 
there, This continued for half an hour. 
Cossacks Lead Russian Retreat. 
“Suddenly a company of Cossacks ap- 
peared on the crest of a hill and began to 
descend. They were followed by infantry. 
The Japanese gunners premptly pursued 
them with shrapnel. Horses and men began 
falling. | 
“A moment of harrowing: suspense was 
relieved by a thunderous shout of ‘ Hurrah!’ 
“It was from a couple of thousand of Rus- 
sian troops just brought up by train. They 
quickly jumped from the cars, fixed bayonets, 
and literally ran into the fight. 
“Again the crackle of musketry. under 
cover, during’ which the retiring Russian 
regiments formed up and moved off in com- 
plete order toward ‘the railroad. While a. 
long line of commissariat wagons, escorted 
by Cossacks, took to the road a battery of 
horse artillery stationed near the railroad 
banged away furiously as it covered the re- 
treat. The Japanesé shells were falling on 
the station buildings, from which train after 
train had moved. 


Main Russian Army Withdraws. 

“1 descended the hill and just succeeded 
in jumping on the footboard of the last car 
Some of the Russian batteries on the left 
flank were still firing. The main force then 
began slowly to retreat towards Vantsialin, 
thirty miles north of Vafangow, and at about 
1 o’clock in the afternoon had accomplished 
its strategic mission.

LIAOYANG, June 17.—The wounded in the 
first two days’ fighting at Vafangow are ar- 
riving here. 

A lieutenant of Cossacks says the American. 
military attachés were with his command 
most of June 15, during the hottest part of 
the fight. He commented upon their cool- 
ness and their professional interest in the 
operations to the exclusion of the idea of 
personal danger.

Says, “ was splendidly served, but was out- 
matched in number by the Japanese guns.

anese. guns. Two caissons exploded, killing 
all the horses and drivers. 

“The Japanese guns fired at least 1,500 
rounds. The Russians fired several times on 
Japanese infantry in close formation, caus- 
ing tremendous havoc.” 

An officer of the Fourth battery says his 
battery was in a duel at twoanda half miles 
with a Japanese battery and silenced it. 
His battery then ran out of ammunition and 
the men carried the breech mechanism of 
the guns with them to the rear and brought 
up a fresh supply of ammunition and re- 
sumed serving the guns.

Follette members caucused together and 
agreed on all lines of action. With reference 
to the method of conducting caucuses and 
county conventions Mr. Olin said: 

‘* The pre-caucus contests had been planned 
by the La Follette faction in such a way as 
to give it a decided advantage, having, as it 
at its disposal not only the party organ- 
ization and machinery of the state but an 
army of oil inspectors and game and fish 
wardens and their appointees, trained to po- 
litical work. These were all pressed into 
service. The notices of holding caucuses 
were so timed as to enable this army of em- 
ployés to pass from one county or section of 
the state to another in their service of aiding 
the La Follette faction to carry the caucuses. 


Contests a Last Resort. 

‘“‘As the campaign progressed it soon de- 
veloped that the La Follette faction would 
be defeated by failing to secure a majority 
of the 1,065 delegates to the state convention. 
Then it was that contests wére planned ina 
number of counties which had elected dele- 
gates opposed to the La Follette faction, and 
in all cases word was given out that contests 
would be made before the state committee 
against anti-La Follette delegates who were 
duly credentialed as such. Contests were 
made against anti-La Follette delegations 
from the counties of Ashland, Grant, Oconto, 
Dodge, and Eau Claire, and in five wards of 
Milwaekee, involving a total of ——ee 


delegates. 
Affidavits and Figures. 

A large number of affidavits were read in 
support of the charges that contests were 
brought without any grounds. It was shown 
that the highest vote claimed by the La Fol- 
lette people in their state convention was 574, 
as against 485 anti-La Follette, and that in 
this result were fifty-nine votes of the dele- 
gates seated in the contests from six counties. 
Mr. Olin asserted that these were illegally 
cast for, La Follette. 

Mr. Jeffris’ speech was in part a review of 
the arguments made by the La Follette at- 
torneys and a summing up of the whole case. 


Argument for La Follette. | 


The La Follette argument was based on a 
majority of delegates, eliminating contested 
dele@ates in two districts, where the vote in 
the state committee was unanimons. With 
these delegates, given without opposition, 
the governor claimed a safe majority. 

In support of this argument the different 
roll calls on the ‘seating of county delega- 
tions were given. In each roll call every 
county except the one directly concerned 
was allowed to vote, each ballot showing a 
La Follette majority. the final roll call being 
578 to 479.

YATES OUT FOR LEADERSHIP. 


Announces His. Candidacy for Place as 
State Chairman and Senator 
Cullom Opposes Him. 


Gov. Yates has formally announced him- 
self as a candidate for the chairmanship of 
the Illinois delegation to the republican na- 
tional convention. His opponent naturally 
Senator Shelby M. Cullom, who claims the 
position because his name was given first in 
the list of delegates at large submitted to the 
state convention. 

Whether the governor or the senator will 
be chosen depends on what the other fifty- 
two members decide at their meeting on 
Monday. It is an empty honor, and simply 
a matter of pride with.the governor, angered 
at the senator on account of the position 
taken by the “ federal crowd” during the 
Springfield convention. 

The decision last night rested largely with 
Judge Lawrence Y. Sherman. Counting the 
two. delegates from the Fifth congressional 
district controlled by John Cooke and expect- 
ed to vote for the governor in return for'the 
retention of ‘‘ Billy "’ Cooke as superintend- 
ent 6f the west park system, the governor 
can show a majority of two votes, providing 
those from the Fourteenth congressional dis- 
trict—Judge Sherman's—are given to him. 

The matter-was discussed at the recent con- 
ference in St. Louis, and Yates’ people say 
Sherman then promised to help the governor. 
Mr. Sherman has been known to say “ Yates 
is a bigger man in defeat than he ever was 
in victory.” 

Gives Out List of 


The list of dismissals from the service of 
the West park board, ordered by Gov. Yates, 
was given out by Supt. “ Billy ” Cooke yes- 
terday. They amounted to seventy-eight in 
all and included James Perry, superintendent 
of Garfield park; John Schwanton, superin- 
tendent of Douglas park; Thomas Nolan, 
captain of the West park police, and George 
Cook, the police sergeant. The rest were all 
foremen, policemen, or laborers. 

The list includes practically every man 
whom Congressman Lorimer had on the 
park pay rolls except Sypt. Cooke.

Harrison and Hopkins Followers Hold 
Caucuses to Select Men to Head the 
Ticket—Uncertainty as to Number of 
Delegates Each Faction Will Con- 
trol—Loeffier May Hold Balance of 
Power—Mayor Will Ask Raling on 


‘Double Barreled” Ballots. — 


The democratic county convention on Mon- 
day promises to be as lively as the state 
gathering last week. This time it will be 
the committee on credentials which will seat 
the delegates instead of the state commit- 
tee, which acted at Springfleld. Another 
difference is that roll calls will be granted 
whenever asked for. 
of the hall probably will be more effective 
than at Springfield. 

The Harrison and the Hopkina factions 
held caucuses yesterday afternoon. The 
mayor’s was in regard to organization to 
control the next county committee. The 
Hopkins forces met to select the most avail- 
able man to put foward to head the county 
ticket. 

Uncertain ts to Strength. 

Neither side is certain as to the number of 
delegates they can control in the gathering.

The Hopkins men want to nominate former 
Congressman James J. Feely if they can: 
They are holding back James Todd, the at- 
torney for the drainage board, as their second 
choice.

Fyffe. His advisers, however, are arguing 
for State Senator Thomas Dawson as a man 
who could bring more votes to the conven- 
tion combination. 

Count Loeffler as a Factor. 

The name‘ of Justice A. J. Sabath has been 

suggested by the Hopkins men as a bait 
to William Loeffler, who is believed to hold 
the balance of power in the convention with 
the 110 votes he controls from the Fifth con- 
gressional district. They also are insisting 
to Ald. Carey, chairman of the county com- 
mittee and the man who will organize the 
convention, that as Feely resides in his 
ward he should help that candidate out. 

Loeffler yesterday declared himself. He 
said that if the convention would nominate 
Moritz Rosenthal he would be satisfied. 
Carey announced that he would stand by the 
Mayor. The latter agreed that the nomina- 
tion of Rosenthal would be satisfactory, 
and it appeared last night as if the fight 
would be between Rosenthal and Feely. 
The name of former State's Attorney Kern 
was suggested. 


Will Raise Cry of Fraud. 

The program, so far as the mayor's fac- 
tion is concerned, is a simple one. Secretary 
Lahiff made the point before the primaries 
that the Hearst-Hopkins alliance was illegal 
by which the “ double barreled tickets ”’ 
were voted in the Second, Third, Sixth, 
Twelfth, Thirteenth, Twentieth, Thirty- 
fourth, and Thirty-fifth wards. He was sus- 
tained in this by the election commissioners, 
lt was contended that the same delegates 
should not be on primary ballots carrying tne 
name of Hearst and on others with no in- 
structions.

The fourth dukedom owned by the duke of 
Richmond is that of Gordon, which was con- 
ferred upon the late duke by Queen Victoria 
in 1876 as the heir and owner of the estates 
of George V. and last duke of Gordon. This 
duke of Gordon’s sister was the mother of 
the late duke of Richmond, and it may be of 
interest to recall that it was the first duke of 
Gordon who founded the famous regiment o 
Gordon highlanders.

THE SEA RAIDERS OF VLADIVOSTOK. 

In the last week of April the Russians 
achieved their first naval success when the 
Viadivostok squadron left its shelter on a 
raid down the east coast of Corea. 
Russians arrived at Gensan on April 25, 
finding there a small Japanese trading 
schooner, which they promptly torpedoed.

A good cow's milk contains close to 4 per 
The city laboratory will not pase a milk 
as “ whole”’ milk which contains less than 
3 per cent of butter fat; a skimmed milk will 
contain almost any per cent of fat from 2 
per cent down to practically 0 per cent, <ie- 
pending upon how well the skimming proc- 
“eps has been accomplished. ‘ 
Now, if a baby is put on a milk which is 
deficient in any of its elements and is kept 
on this food for any length of time it is cer- 
tain to develop some abnormal condition 


due to this variation in the normal propor- 
tions of the elements in its food. 

The most common deficiency in infant 
foods is a fat deficiency; this leads to rick- 
ets, which is a fat starvation, or is a dis- 
ease caused by the continued feeding of a 
food lacking in fat and occasionally in the 
proteids also. 

The use of condensed milk and proprietary 
foods improperly modified is often followed 
by rickets.. 

Chronic bowel infection—almost always 
due to impure milk—which does not allow 
the food taken to be assimilated, and damp 
or ill ventilated dwellings, insufficient cloth- 
ing, the latter conditions being usually 4s- 
sociated with a-poor quality of food or an 
insufficient quantity, are also factors in ~he 
production of rickets. 

The earliest symptoms of rickets are In- 
creased restlessness of the child, tossing 
around, and kicking the bed clothing off 
continuously; there is sweating about the 
head and especially about the back of tne 
head, so that the pillow is quite moist in th 
morning. 

The ends of the ribs become enlarged, pro- 


ducing a resemblance to a string of beads. . 


which seem to lie just under the skin and 
about two inches from the edge of the breast 
bone. This ts often called the rickety rosary, 
and is one of the earliest symptoms of im- 
proper feeding. 

If the case be allowed to progress a square 
shaped head develops. with a prominent 
forehead, and the “soft spot,” or “‘ fontan- 
ello,”"”’ may be larger at 1 year of age than It 
was at birth; the child Is slow in walking 
and talking, also in getting its teeth, the 
first tooth often not coming through until 
after 9 or 10 months of age, while it should 
appear at about 6 or 7Tmonths. These chil- 
dren always have an enlarged abdomen and 
usually a flaring of the lower ribs, enlarged 
joints, and may even develop a lateral ora 
posterior curvature of the spine; they are 
children who take cold easily. : 

Rickets ts a disease which needs intell!- 
gent care, not that it is In Itself a dangerous 
ailment, but that it does to a marked extent 
increase the mortality of any intercurrent in- 
fection. 

Rickets is a self-limited disease, and, ex- 


cept for the deformities in the bones (bow- 


legs, knock knee, etc.), which persist, it is 
cured spontaneously between 2 and 8 years 
of age. or when the child is put on a gen- 
eral diet and obtains those elements in its 
food which have been lacking in the milk. 
The old maxim, “ An ounce of prevention 
is worth a pound of cure,” certainly applies 
to this conditionf and if the babies could de 
provided with a good, pure cow’s milk, con- 
taining’ the normal constituents in their 
normal proportions, there would be much 
less work for the surgeons at the hospitals 
and homes for crippied children.

HE most interesting book of its kind 


Sir Mountstuart Grant Duff's “ DIA- 
RIES,” in two volumes, of which 
Messrs. E. P. Dutton & Co. are the 
American publishers, “It would be hard to 
find two books more full of readable things 
than are these. Every page has some lively 
reminiscence or some pertinent anecdote to 
reeord. Apropos of these volumes it is in- 
teresting to know how they were written, 
and I happen to have the facts before me. 
Sir Mountstuart has kept copious diaries 
for half a century. He began in 1847, on his 
eighteenth birthday, when he was just going 
up to Oxford. : 

He really kept two! diaries at the same 
time; one in which the entries were short 
and made while they were fresh in his mind, 
and the other amplified notes, The more 
elaborate journa] was begun in 1873. In his 
published books he has given everything of 
importance that he recorded. . 

In these ‘‘ Diaries " are pefsonal references 
to almost all the celebrities of the Victorian 
period. | | 

‘* All one would care.to say offhand,’’ he ob- 
served, “‘is, that it has been a great time in 
Mterature, and that it is for future genera- 
tions to map out this greatness, as we can now map 
out the. greatness of the Elizabethan period. It 
is good merely to have lived in such a time, and 
it has been a privilege for me to know so many 
people who had a part in shaping ite thought, 
literature, and action. I suppose that the book 
of the Victorian age most far reaching in its 
influence on thought, has been Darwin's ‘ Origin 
of Species." I knew Darwin, whose famous 
voyage in the Beagle, with its labors and hard-— 
ships, left enduring effects on his health. For 
example, he.could not carry on long conversation 
without becoming seasick, or feeling the 
symptoms that characterize seasickness—a leg- 
acy of the Beagle voyage. I can recall, as if it 
were yesterday, a particular meeting which Rob- 
ert Lowe, Huxley, Lubbock, and myself had with 
Darwin. We had been a company staying togeth- 
| er, at High Elms, and one day we all walked 
over to call on him at his home. He and Lowe 
had, met long before as members, one of an Ox- 
ford reading party, the other of a Cambridge 
reading party. Now they were’ brought together 
again, one as chancellor of the exchequer, the 
other as the greatest naturalist and philosopher 
of his day—perhgps of any day. . There was 
something damatic in the contrast between those 
two meetings, and I fancy this was in Lowe’s 
miné when, as we were walking back that even- 
ing, he said to Huxley, who was praising Dar- 
win: ‘ You think him the topsawyer of his time.’ 
‘Yes,’ said Huxley.’

Sir Mountstuart Grant Duff knew Tenny- 
son fairly well, but he knew Browning very 
well. When some one remarked that Brown- 
ing was ‘“‘charming’’ he hardly thought 
that was the word to apply to the poet. 

‘* Personally,’’ he says, ‘‘ he looked more like a 
Hamburg merchant than a poet. He was a virile 
personality, an agreeable fellow, and, like Thack- 
eray, a constant diner-out. He was quite a con- 
trast to Tennyson. With Dickens, too, I was ac- 
quainted, seeing him from time to time after we 
first met. That was under the auspices of Sir 
Richard Owen, who then lived in a little house In 
Richmond Park. He hada pleasant custom of ask- 
ing his friends to come there and dine with him, 
usually at 5 o'clock in the afternoon, for we have 
changed our domestic habits greatly since the 
early ‘00s. After dinner the guests would stroll 
out and fall in two-and-two together on the gar- 
den pathways. It so happened that my compan- 
fon in one of these after dinner strolls was Charlies 
Dickens. His appearance did not at first impress 
me favorably. It was nothing more than that I 
simply did not seem to be attracted by him. Be- 
fore our conversation was over, however, this feel- 
ing had wholly passed away.” Altogether, he was 


dainty chicken sandwiches, or other meat. not attractive to look at, but when you knew him 


he was exceedingly so. We had some good talk 
that afternoon, and a point of it dwells so freshly 
in my memory that I can repeat it: 

“*T said to Dickens, ‘ You lived a great deal in 
the Gore house set—Lady Blessington’s set; and 
you must therefore have had opportunities for 
becoming acquainted with Louis Napoleon. How 
did he strike you? What did you think of him? 
Was he a man of character, or ability, or what?’ 
Dickens answered, ‘ No, I was never struck with 
him except once, and that was when he gave a 
clever account of being had up at Bow street.’ 
What that incident could have been I do not 
know, not having asked at the time, my interest 
being in Dickens’ view of Louis Napoleon, then at 
the top of the world. Dickens added that, though 
he did not think much of him, Bulwer Lytton did. 
It appeared that Lytton had shown Dickens a 
volume on the flyleaf of which he had inscribed 
@ sentence or two expressing his view of Louis 
Napoleon. The entirely curious thing is that 
pe years later I was to come across the book 
and read Lytton's inscription in it. I had been 
looking for a house in the country, and the only 
suitable one we could find at the time was Kneb- 
worth, the home of the Lyttons, which we took 
for a year or two. A friend of mine happened 
upon the volume I have been speaking about while 
going over the library at Knebworth and at once 
brought it to show me what Lytton had written, 
not knowing the odd coincidence which was in- 
vyolved.”’ 


When spoken to about Carlyle, whom he 
knew, Sir Mountstuart remarked: | 

Once more it is a case of genius not accom- 
panied by beauty, for Carlyle was also ugly; atall 
events, most people would have thought so. he 
same was said of George Henry Lewes, whom 
somebody once described as looking like a monkey, 
and not a good monkey. One wonders whether it 
might not be possible to make & study on the text 
Genius and Goodlooks, or, rather, the absence 
of them. But today, perhaps, there is too much of 
these underground studies, if I may call them go. 
Now, there is the tremendous controversy that has 
been aroused about the Carlyies and their domestic 
circumstances, ever since Froude gave the world 
his indiscreet Carlyle books. Is it wise and does 
it benefit anybody to go burrowing under the eur- 
face for this ‘** ought not to’’ biography? What- 
ever there may have been behind the scenes, I 
never, during my visits to the Carlyles, saw any- 
thing which would lead me to think that they 
lived unhappily, much less in the continual state 
of nagging which some later pictures of them 
would suggest. They were an interesting couple, 
+ and Carlyle can only be ranked as one of the 
great figures of the time. 

Sir Mountstuart says something that 
never heard before, which is that Carlyle 
always had ‘a sort of twinkle in his eye.” 
An, American friend of Sir Mountstuart was 
anxious to make the acquaintance of Car- 
lye, but, as Carlyle was.never anxious to 
make the acquaintance of Americans, it was 
thought better to introduce this one sur- 
rounded by a guard of honor. Sir Mounts- 
tuart accordingly got Tyndall to go along 
with him, and in the course of conversa- 
tion they fell to talking about Matthew 
Arnold's writings, especially a remark by 
him that Heine was in the line of succession 
‘to Goethe. This set Carlyle storming and 
talking In his most emphatic manner. 

**He would not have it that Heine was in 
the line of Goethe at all, and I can quota 
to you now an extraordinary phrase in 
which he described Heine. He called him 
‘a filthy, fetid sausage of spoiled victuals ’; 
a phrase which once more illustrates his gift 
cf strong words.”’ 

Referring again to Lewes and George 
Eliot, Sir Mountstuart says: 


us were dining together at the Athenfeum club. 
Each member of the little party put Lewes high- 
est in the sphere of which that member was him- 
self a leader. Huxley, for example, ranked him 
at the top as a physiologist, while Matthew Ar- 
nold put him first as a dramatic critic. Now, it 
has always seemed to me an extraordinary 
tribute to Lewes that half a dozen men, met in 
that way, should have ranked hini a foremost 
| figure in their own different planes of work. I 
always think of that when I see haif scoffing ar- 
ticles about Lewes, whose talents, perhaps, have 
been overshadowed by the greater gifts of 
George Eliot. At first the pair were not much

HE man who objects to q number of 
things usually wins something of a 
reputation. for himself. He is thought 
to be a superior sort ofa person. Even 
shopkeepers take this view and look 


up to a customer who makes them a great 


deal of troyble. | 

George Bernard Shaw has, of course, other 
claims to distinction than his pessimism. 
But he would, with no other talents, attain 
to celebrity on this score, now that his 
MAN AND SUPERMAN ” appears. He is 
pleased to call ita “ Don Juan” play, inter- 
preting that character in its more ancient 
and scholarly sense, as a seeker for the 
fundamentals of life—a digger, if one.may 
so put jt, at the roots of life. The apology 
is thirty pages long—rather extended, one 
would say, even when the nature of the of-. 
fense is considered. But Shaw’s apology 
needs ‘no apology. It glitters, one will not 
say with patines of pure gold, but with mica 
flakes in the red earth. | 

In it Mr. Shaw has been at the pains to 
assure his audience of his seriousness, know- 
ing full well that his wit was likely to get 
the better of him at any moment and betray 
him into misleading frfvolity. Not to be 
amusing but to be a martyr is- what Mr. 
So he says, and so, perhaps, 
he means. He‘complains of being compli- 
mented by the press. . This, he holds, ‘s 
something of an Insult not only to’him but to 
his message. For so reactionary is his mes- 
sage, so much of'a nonconformist is he him- 
self, that were the critics to take him geri- 
ously they would, he avers, indulge in bitter 
tirades at his expense. He also says that he 
would not for “ art's sake " alone face the toil 
of writing a single sentence. He is not so in 
love with oratory or with literature as to em- 
ploy his strength in writing were he not 
compelled to set forth his ideas. 

His present idea is that all the conventions 
of civilization, all poetry, the drama,. the 
conversation of men and women, the customs 
and observances of the present time unite to 
conceal the real vital meaning of the sex 
question. Men of gentus and of talent, fhose 
who write, paint, and create other forms of 
art, are not, he opines, normally sexed, and 
their interpretation ‘of life is therefore not 
reliable. It does not show life up In its true 
colors. 

This is what Mr. Shaw has undertaken to 
do—to show life up in its true cdlors. And 
it exhibits women as the vital, enduring, per- 
sistent part of the universe, charged with the 
vast task of procreation, and men as the 
victims of their intent, who, to conceal their 
comparative uselessness, have devised all . 
manner of occupations, from philosophizing: 
to constructing steel bridges. 


Mr. Shaw has been talking for some time 
back about the “ realities,” and he has, with- 
out question, aspired to be one of the “(mas- 
tersof the real.”’ So he has told an impossible, 
fantastic, and often ridiculous story, fllumi- 


wilder the eyes and trick them from behold- 
ing the horrid taste of the general garment of 
his fiction—fiction which reaches Its artistic 
culmination in a scene in hell which he has 
interpolated into his play, where the depart- 
ed spirits who epitomize the characters of 
the living persoris in the drama talk fascinat- 
ingly about almost everything. 

Nothing more unreal could be conceived 
than this jumble which the “ master of the 
real” has devised. And yet the real flashes 
through it, like the blue through a fan- 
tastic maze of cloud. And when it comes it 
is, indeed, a sight for weary and cheated 
eyes! | 


Mr. Shaw, however, makes the mistake so 
common among true realists. He forgets to 
include the ideal in his reglism. And noth. 
ing’ is so real as the ideal. Nothing is so 
enduring as the dreams. For Mr. Shaw to 
insist that love is merely, obviously, and in- 
sistently the *‘ Life Force,” operating upon 
menand women; thatitis devoid of the spirit- 
ual and intellectual qualities, is for him to 
state, not a reality, but an unreality. Some 
men behold in a mountain an enormous up- 
heaval ofearth,in which precious metals may 
be found. Some regard it as a mere obstruc- 
tion to travel. Some see in it a bulwark 
against winds, a director of the thermal cur- 
rents, a storehouse of men’s riches, a re- 
vealer of the mystery of time, the mother 
of forests and of waters, whose mighty bulk 
lifts the thoughts ever upward. Mhe sun- 
rise and sunset, the moon and the stars re- 
late themselves to it; the changing mists 
upon its hoary sides lend to it an indescriba- 
ble lovéliness. Its behuty is young, though 
men grow old beholding it. It has about fa 
mystic significance, as if it were a visible 
prayer. Men make their songs about It, and 
die for their mountain homes; or, in foreign 
lands, direct their last thoughts :to those. 
hills which taught them the meaning of free- 
dom, of devotion, of courage, and of pa- 
triotism. 

Why? 


There is no sei\se in it—no reality. It Is 
merely true. It is all unreality. And it is 
just as much of a fact as if it were a sensible 
thing. 

Surely, it is the same with love between 
men and women. It is, In fact, the ‘ Life 
¥orce.”’ But there are facts and superfacts. 
And the superfact is that it is the main- 
spring of joy, tenderness, sacrifice, patience, 
courage, and hope. It is not the unsexed man 
of genius who so deems it. It is any huck- 
ster, and washerwoman, any politician, any 
schoolteacher—all of the great, common, 
unattractive, dull, laborious procession of 
us, who, but for the saving wonder of this 
delight and the-responsibilities and burdens 
that come with it, would fling ourselves 
prone beside the marchers, welcome to be 
counted with those that are outdone and 
spent with the long march!

Florence Wilkinson has put forth “ TWO 
PLAYS OF, ISRAEL,” entitled “ David ”’ 
and “ Mary Magdalen.” With the first of . 
‘these two themes Miss Wilkinson has, per- 
haps, succeeded in doing something new. 
Her David is inadequate, as, indeed, he 
must be, if hd is to be made amenable to a 
consistent drama.. That artist warrior, 
capricious, inspirational, subtle, ard daring, 
is not to be compassed in any hero recipe.. 
He rises above considerations of consistency. 
His great, many sided drama is not to be 
written by any one under the need of mak- 
ing him admirable and of single purpose. 
Miss Wilkinson has taken his life from the 
time of the revelation by Samuel to David 
of the latter’s future kingship, and con- 
cluded at the point when the crown, hot 
from Saul's slaughtered head, is brought to 
him. Micah, Saul’s daughter, beloved of 
David, is the heroine. Certain wild and stir- 
ring scenes are in the drama. The great 
lines in the play are those taken from the 
psalms, and Miss Wilkinson's desire has 
been, evidently, to employ them in such a 
manner as to give full meaning to their use. 
In this she has succeeded. Where she has 
failed is in giving the drama time for its 
‘working out. Barbarians and childish 
though the people were, and subject to swift 
changes of feeling and belief, yet such haste 
as she employs here and there militates 
against the verisimilitude of the play. 

‘*Mary Magdalen’’ has more original 
poetry in it than ‘* David.’’ And insofar as 


pentant Magdalen poured the ointment in 
service, of the wearied Christ is made to 
play a part the story is freshly ingenious. 
But here, too, the play is marred by too 
rapid transitions. Mary's swift change from 
incredulity in regard to the Savior to belief 
in him is almost grotesque, so incredibly 
sudden Is-it.

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WHITE’S THE SILENT PLACES. 
Another Striking Tale of the Great North 


Land. 

“THE SILENT PLACES ’” is the title of 
Stewart Edward White's new book and gives 
the suggestion, as do all of his titles, of ad- 
venture and life in the farnorth. A year ago 
Mr. White wrote a charming novel called 
“The Conjurer’s House,” which was the 
name by which one of the most distant posts 
of the Hudson Bay company was known. 

In this latest book the story has the same 
starting point, the same stern factor as the 
moving power, the same environment of sav- 
age frontier life, and the close pressing wil- 
derness. Mr. White has spent much time in 
northern Canada. He has traveled and 
learned the habits of its various peoples and 
attaches relative importanée to all things as 
only one well acquainted with the subject 
could do. He does not impress one with his 
really unusual knowledge of thts-wild life, 
simply because it is as natural and usual a 


~ life to him as it Is foreign to us. 


Mr. White tells his story in a straightfor- 
ward sort of way; in fact, this book is not 
half so much astory a8 it is an instance of life 
in the great silent places—of ihe struggle 
against the ‘unconquerable, oyposing spirit 
of the north, and of the character formative 
process which the life impoges on the men 
who fight the wilderness. : 

Two white men and one Izdian girl are the 
principal characters of the book. Their ob- 
ject is the pursuit of an {ndian. Sometimes 
Mr. White allows his love of the forests, the 
ways of fits people, to dominate the story: 
but, again, others can write stories. Mr. 
White alone can give the same sense of utter 
sympathy with the north woods and streams.

Duke of Cambridge's" Diary and Letters 

to Published—Frederic Harrison’s

LONDON, June 17.—Great interest has 

been aroused here by the fact that the diaries 
and letters of the late duke of Cambridge 
have been intrusted to the Rev. Edgar Shep- 
pard, subdean of the chapels royal, who has 
undertaken to prepare them for publica- 
tion, together with a memoir of. his late 
royal highness. The task will be no light 
one, as the late duke began keeping his 
diary at the age of 12 and continued to record 
his impressions almost up to the time of his 
death. There is, of course, an immense num- 
ber of letters also, which must be gone 
through for selection, and it is unlikely that 
the book, which will be of the greatest value 
and interest as a personal record kept by 
a member of the royal family throughout 
the Victorian era, can be in the hands of the 
publishers for a considerable time to come. 


Considering how rich the long period of 
the Byzantine empire is in the romance of 
human interest, it has attracted but little 
attention from novelists. Frederic ‘Harri- 
s0n, who is the author of a Byzantine his-

President Gompers Sends a Bulletin

which by decision of the American federa- 
tion should be component parts of a char- 
tered international! union, your body is harm- 
ing our movement and this calls on you to 
adjust the irregularity and thereby prove 
the utility of your central body.” 

The communication will be laid before the 
local body at tomorrow's meeting. 


Seek to Enjoin Unions.

’ had asked them to take a small boy who had 
been decoyed into a disreputable place. 

Residing c! to the west side “ levee,” 
Mre. Young during three years had an op- 
portunity to make observations. 

Women Have Shortened Skirts. 

*“*T have seen boys in knickerbockers taken 
into those disorderly places and given wine 
and cigarets,”’ said the witness. The wom- 
en have shortened their skirts until they are 
only twelve inches long. I know, because I 
was a dressmaker. I have noticed these 
things especially at Sangamon and Peoria 
streets and could see what I have seen from 
the streets. 

“TI have seen me and thrown 
into my driveway with their pockets turned 
inside out. That was two years ago. 

“The police would go into the resorts and 

' tell the women they must keep quiet and they 
would for two or three days. 


Tells of Extortion by Police. 

“ Once in a while the women got what they 
cali a ‘centralecare.’ They say at these times 
*eentral gets hard up for money—they mean 
the city hall—and when there is a ‘ central 
seare* the women stay in for severa! days. 
But they always get out again. Mrs. Snider, 
the woman living below nie, said she gave 
$40 a month to a lieutenant.”

Council License Committee, After Clash, 
Recommends Ordinance for the 
Thirty-fifth Ward. 


After a clash between the two parties, the , 


council ifcense committee, by a vote of 6 
to 4, yesterday recommended for passage a 
new prohibition district ordinance. It is in- 
tended to prevent liquor selling in a part of 
the Thirty-fifth ward. bounded as follows:

SALOON OF JACK CARR. 


Force Former Highwayman to Face 
‘Business End of Gan and Make Three 
Others Raise Hantis—Victim Thinks 
It Is a Joke, but Soon Changes His 
Mind—Thieves Get $17 from Cash 
Register and Take Drinks and 


-Cigars. 


Jack Carr, former holdup man and general 
thief, now proprietor of a saloon at Congress 
and Peoria streets, appreciates the sensa- 
tions experienced by the man not behind the 
gun when money ts changing hands. 

Bandits, with disregard of ethics of the fra- 
ternity, visited the saloon yesterday morn- 
ing and made the proprietor, his bartender, 
a porter, and one patron elevate their hands. 
Then they ransacked cash register and-cigar 
case, took several drinks, and escaped. 


Carr Gasps When Held Up 

With Thomas Lorden, the bartender, and 
Thomas O’Brien, a patron, Carr was stand- 
ing at the bar when two young men entered 
the place. Drinks were served to them and 
Carr had resumed a tale of the Evanston 
street car holdup, tn which he was the prin- 
cipal character, when the patrons turned 
suddenly and pointed revolvers at the heads 
of the trio. 

“ Throw up your mitts, you guys, or off goes 


started behind the bar. Carr gasped as he 
watched the rehearsal of a familiar scene. 

“What are you fellows doin’? Kidding 
me?” he asked, as his hands slowly were 
raised to ward away the pisto] muzzle. 

“If your mitts don’t go up pretty quick 
you'll never be able to appreciate the joke,” 
was the reported reply, and as the revolver 


Carr were elevated to an extent that threat- 
ened to overbalance him. The cash register 
quickly was searched by the second man, 
who secured $17. The cigar case was next 
visited and the intruder filled his kets 
with the best stock. The porter had entered 
and also held up his hands. The victims then 
were ordered to line up against a wall while 
their pockets were searched. A watch ‘and 
several dollars were taken. 


_ Kicked for Making a Protest. 

Once more Carr protest@d feebly as the 
man thrust his hands into a pocket. 
“Say, fellows, don't you know me,” he 
began, when one of the men kicked at him, 
bruising his leg badly. ‘* That’ll be about 
all from you,” he declared, and Carr sub- 
sided. O’Brien also endeavored to save a 
watch and was struck by the man, who, In his 
haste, failed to remove the timepiece. The. 
robbers then departed through a rear Goor [ 
after warning the inmates not to follow them. 
The injunction was obeyed, 


Work at Another Saloon. 

‘Two men whose description was identical 
with that of the Carr robbers held up the 
saloon of Thomas Donovan, Harrison and 
Desplaines streets, a little later, securing $25. 

Police of the Despiaines street station who 
endeavored to procure a more accurate de- 
scription of the men visited the saloon of 
Carr, but were rebuffed by the proprietor. 
“I got mine, ain’t*that enough? Go away 
and don't bother me,"’ said Carr: With his 
brother, Henry Carr, killed in a brawlayear 
ago, John Carr was one of the most notorious 
holdup menin Chicago.
